Addressing  problems  caused  by 
overdevelopment  on  Long  Island’s 
south  shore,  the  authors  show  how  to 
proceed  with  reasonable  and  environ¬ 
mentally  sound  development.  The 
shoreline,  one  of  New  York’s  greatest 
recreational  assets,  is  receding  at  the 
rate  of  up  to  six  feet  per  year. 
McCormick,  Neal,  and  Pilkey  explain 
why  efforts  to  stop  erosion,  such  as 
the  erection  of  seawalls  and  jetties,  in 
many  cases  have  worsened  the  prob¬ 
lem.  The  number  of  homes  and  facili¬ 
ties  built  too  close  to  the  shore  has  in¬ 
creased  dramatically  in  past  years.  As  a 
result,  the  south  shore  is  even  more 
vulnerable  to  devastation  from  a  major 
storm  than  it  was  at  the  time  of  the 
cataclysmic  hurricane  of  1938. 

While  discussing  these  problems, 
the  authors  also  provide  sensible 
advice,  showing  homeowners  and 
developers  how  to  protect  their  prop¬ 
erty,  and  indicating  how  man  can  live 
harmoniously  with  the  fragile,  chang¬ 
ing  shoreline.  Includes  a  field  trip 
guide  beginning  at  Montauk  Point 
Lighthouse,  following  the  south  shore 
seventy  miles  west  to  the  washover 
zone  at  Westhampton  Beach.

Living  with  the  Shore 

South  Carolina’s  coastal  zone  has 
developed  at  a  rate  comparable  to  that 
of  an  old-fashioned  boomtown.  The 
Grand  Strand,  a  30-mile-long  strip  cen¬ 
tered  on  Myrtle  Beach,  has  had  a  1,500 
percent  increase  in  population  between 
1945  and  1980.  A  peak  summer  day 
brings  as  many  as  35,000  visitors  to 
Hilton  Head.  Unfortunately,  this 
enthusiastic  development  has  incorpo¬ 
rated  little  regard  for  the  basic  nature 
of  the  coast,  and  the  processes  which 
shape  the  shoreline  over  a  period  of 
years.  As  a  result,  many  of  the  beaches 
are  eroding  away,  and  large  beachfront 
developments  are  left  exposed  to  the 
ravages  of  hurricanes  and  seasonal 
storms. 

This  book  addresses  the  underlying 
causes  for  South  Carolina  beachfront 
property  destruction,  and  suggests 
solutions.  The  intent  is  not  to  discour¬ 
age  development  but  to  encourage 
proper,  limited  development.  The 
authors  explain  how  barrier  islands 
and  beaches  “migrate,”  moving  with 
the  rising  sea  level,  serving  as  natural 
buffers  to  the  mainland.  Manmade 
attempts  to  control  beachfront  migra¬ 
tion-jetties,  seawalls,  groins— interfere 
with  the  shore’s  natural  self-preserva¬ 
tion,  eventually  aggravating  erosion 
and  destroying  the  beach  entirely.  Site- 
specific  maps  and  line  drawings  plot 
the  entire  coast,  from  the  Grand 
Strand  to  Hilton  Head  Island,  includ¬ 
ing  Charleston’s  beaches,  historic  Paw¬ 
ley's  Island,  Edisto  Beach,  and  others, 
all  in  enough  detail  to  find  specific 
home-sites,  indicating  danger  zones 
and  ways  to  cope  with  hazards  in 
developed  areas.  Descriptions  of  each 
stretch  of  shoreline  include  informa¬ 
tion  on  geological  formations,  man¬ 
made  developments,  and  historical 
background.

With  two-thirds  of  Louisiana’s  pop¬ 
ulation  now  living  within  a  two-hour 
drive  of  the  state’s  bayous  and  salt 
marshes,  the  popularity  of  water- 
related  recreational  activities  in  the 
state  has  been  increasing  steadily.  At 
the  same  time,  however,  the  Louisiana 
shoreline  is  changing  more  rapidly 
than  that  of  any  other  state.  In  some 
areas,  the  beaches  are  eroding  by  as 
much  as  fifty  feet  per  year,  with  forty 
square  miles  of  land  lost  each  year  to 
open  water.  The  human  and  economic 
consequences  of  these  accelerating 
changes  affect  the  lives  of  all  the 
state’s  citizens. 

This  book  describes  the  recent  geo¬ 
logic  and  cultural  history  of  the  Louis¬ 
iana  coast  and  recommends  sane  and 
safe  means  of  living  with  the  shoreline 
environment.  Featured  are  specific 
guidelines  for  building  and  buying  at 
the  shore,  site-safety  maps  and  descrip¬ 
tions  for  every  stretch  along  the  Gulf 
Coast  from  Sabine  Pass  to  Chandeleur 
Island  in  enough  detail  to  allow  loca¬ 
tion  of  specific  homesites,  up-to-date 
advice  on  land  use  and  the  law,  and  a 
field  trip  guide  to  Grand  Isle  and 
vicinity.

Tiger  Lilies 

An  American  Childhood 

FIELDING  DAWSON 

An  exceptional  memoir  of  child¬ 
hood  and  adolescence  in  small-town 
America,  Tiger  Lilies  evokes  with 
haunting  clarity  the  homefront  during 
the  years  of  World  War  II,  just  before 
and  just  after. 

Jump-cutting  anecdotes  and 
vignettes,  Dawson  replicates  the 
rhythm  of  memory  itself.  His  keen 
recall  of  the  synesthesia  of  a  child’s 
consciousness  is  universally  familiar; 
colors  and  aromas  inextricably  mixed 
with  thrill,  fear,  guilt;  the  small  details 
gathered  at  child’s  eye  level,  the  up- 
from-under  view  of  the  ludicrous 
behavior  of  adults. 

Dawson’s  supple  musical  prose 
moves  through  exuberant  cadenzas 
and  finales  and  tender  lyrical  passages 
without  a  false  cadence.  Tiger  Lilies  is 
a  worthy  companion  to  Dawson’s 
other  autobiographical  books,  An 
Emotional  Memoir  of  Franz  Kline  and 
The  Black  Mountain  Book,  and  is 
among  the  very  best  of  the  work  of 
this  much-admired  Postmodern  stylist. 

From  the  book: 

“A  window  opened.  We  saw  the 
Lizard’s  head  and  hand  as  he  waved 
which  meant  that  with  a  gasoline 
soaked  plane  with  a  wingspan  of  about 
two  feet,  and  loaded  with  firecrackers, 
he’d  made  his  way  up  from  the  base¬ 
ment  to  the  fourth  floor  missing 
Hattie  and  his  mother,  a  dangerous 
journey,  and  we  saw  him  fiddle  with 
the  plane,  wind  up  the  propeller,  and 
with  a  kitchen  match,  light  the  cowling 

WHFF  the  plane  in  flames  out  it 
came  on  his  soft  throw  on  a  rise 
against  the  blue  sky:  what  a  sight!  A 
plane  on  fire,  and  just  over  the  old 
apple  tree  behind  the  back  porch,  the 
firecracker  went  off  and  we  cheered, 
and  with  its  fuselage  shattered  the 
cracker  in  the  cowling  went  and  the 
broken  plane  began  its  descent,  as  in  a 
double  blast  the  wing  was  gone,  too, 
when  the  tail  section  went  to  bits,  the 


fuselage  completely  blew  apart  and  in 
dying  flaming  raggedy  shambles  the 
debris  tumbled  to  the  ground  as  we 
jumped  and  waved  our  hands.  .  .  .” 

“She  knelt  at  the  base  of  a  post 
where  the  grapes  sagged  on  wild  vines, 
and  where  the  shaft  entered  the  earth 
in  sienna,  she  parted  long  ripe  brilliant 
green  blades  of  grass,  and  revealed 
violets,  and  I  bent,  then  knelt  beside 
her  and  we  gazed  into  that  tiny  little 
shady  corner  of  the  universe  letting 
our  cheeks  graze  under  our  tender 
awe,  words  flowing  on  our  breath  Gee 
whiz  they’re  beautiful,  in  perfume  of 
earth,  grapes,  grass,  and  violets.” 

“.  .  .  I  who  merely  decorated  the 
wall,  trying  to  put  on  a  face  to  fit  the 
wall,  anxious  flower  that  I  was,  while  I 
watched  the  girls  move,  in  that  dark 
gym,  while  the  band  played  and  the 
world  belonged  to  the  Seniors  in  some¬ 
thing  like  a  deep  and  unreachable  dark 
blue  flash  just  over  the  rim  of  mid¬ 
night.”

Charles  Lamb’s 
Art  of  Autobiography 

GERALD  MONSMAN 

More  than  Charles  Lamb  himself 
could  ever  know,  the  creation  of  Elia 
as  his  personal  artistic  voice  was  his 
way  to  endure  the  memories  of 
September  22, 1796,  a  day  of  primal 
horror  when  his  sister  Mary  in  a  fit  of 
insanity  killed  their  mother  and 
destroyed  the  Lamb  family.  Through¬ 
out  the  rest  of  his  life  Lamb  was  faced 
with  those  memories,  with  his  own 
mental  instability,  and  with  deep- 
seated  personal  and  career  disillusion- 
ments.  Yet  through  Elia  he  confronted 
his  inner  self  to  forge  the  essays  that 
may  be  considered  among  the  most 
brilliant  and  inimitable  works  in 
English  letters. 

Gerald  Monsman  in  this  study 
abandons  the  customary  chronological 
approach  to  Lamb’s  life  in  favor  of  a 
more  incisive,  open-ended  discussion 
of  the  Elia  essays.  By  a  close  textual 
examination  of  Lamb’s  language,  he 
relates  the  essayist’s  use  of  symbol  and 
autobiographical  recollection  to  his 
central  psychological  concerns. 
Monsman  contends  and  demonstrates 
that  “as  sharply  and  as  pertinently  as 
any  artistic  voice,  Elia,  the  most  cele¬ 
brated  persona  in  the  nineteenth 
century,  focuses  the  problems  inherent 
in  the  modern  literary  imagination.” 
Elia’s  “textual  identity  is  a  function  of 
the  author’s  actual  life,  of  losses  and 
imperfections  artistically  utilized  and 
harmonized,  employed  against  them¬ 
selves  to  accomplish  new  work.”

Devouring  Mother 

JUDITH  RUDERMAN 

Ruderman  provides  the  first  full- 
scale  evaluation  ofD.  H.  Lawrence’s 
leadership  period,  and  through  an 
analysis  in  pre-oedipal  terms,  places  it 
firmly  within  the  central  concern  of 
the  Lawrence  canon:  a  continuously 
stated  preoccupation  with  maternal 
domination. 

This  period,  in  the  middle  of  Law¬ 
rence’s  writing  career,  has  traditionally 
been  analyzed  from  an  emphasis  on 
political  power  rather  than  on  domes¬ 
tic  love  relationships,  and  has  been  dis¬ 
missed  for  the  most  part  as  an 
anomaly. 

Ruderman  relates  the  leadership 
period  to  Lawrence's  life  and  to  his 
own  theories  on  psychoanalysis,  show¬ 
ing  how  his  search  for  a  patriarchal 
leader  arose  from  a  breakdown  of  hier¬ 
archical  values  in  his  own  time,  leading 
him  to  abandon  his  view  that  each 
individual  could  exist  in  the  isolated 
integrity  of  self  in  favor  of  the  neces¬ 
sity  and  need  for  a  greater  soul  in 
which  the  self  could  be  subsumed. 

Scholars  have  generally  focused  on 
only  three  works  of  the  period: 

Aaron 's  Rod,  Kangaroo,  and  The 
Plumed  Serpent.  Ruderman  broadens 
her  study  to  include  two  other  novels 
of  the  period,  The  Boy  in  the  Bush 
and  The  Lost  Girl-,  the  essays  on  psy¬ 
chology,  education,  and  literature  as 
important  statements  on  the  ideal  of 
leadership:  and  most  of  the  novellas 
and  short  stories  written  during  these 
years.  Ruderman  also  presents  a  defini¬ 
tive  analysis  of  the  novella  The  Fox. 
Through  a  process  of  reciprocal  illumi¬ 
nation  she  gives  a  more  thorough  and 
accurate  analysis  of  this  period  than 
has  been  produced  before.

The  Logic 
of  Tragedy 

Morals  and  Integrity 
in  Aeschylus’  Oresteia 

PHILIP  H.  VELLACOTT 

Traditional  scholarship  has  argued 
that  the  conclusion  to  the  Oresteia 
represents  the  triumph  of  a  system  of 
justice  based  on  trial  by  jury  over  a 
more  ancient  matriarchal  order  in 
which  personal  and  familial  vengeance 
served  as  the  regulating  principle.  This 
triumph  takes  the  form  of  Orestes’ 
acquittal  for  the  murder  of  his  mother 
—  on  the  grounds  of  justifiable  homi¬ 
cide  —  and  the  transformation  of  the 
spirits  of  vengeance  into  spirits  of 
benevolence. 

This  view  of  Asechylus’  trilogy  is 
refuted  by  Vellacott,  who  argues  that 
Aeschylus  cast  the  integrity  of  the  trial 
into  doubt,  representing  the  proceed¬ 
ings  as  a  sham  that  avoided  the  real 
issues  raised  by  Orestes’  act.  The 
avenging  spirits  are,  Vellacott  argues, 
duped  into  placing  their  trust  in  this 
court,  and  their  so-called  transforma¬ 
tion  is  a  hollow  and  ironic  comment 
on  Aeschylus’  belief  that  love  ot  good 
is  ineffective  without  hatred  for  evil.
